The Textbook Crisis '99

Here it is, six weeks into the 
school year. Many students are now 
preparing for their mid-tenm tests. 
But some students are at a serious 
disadvantage when they start to 
study. They are still short textbooks. 

In one first year psychology 
course, as many as two-fifths of the 
class have been estimated to be with- 
out a textbook. These students were 
advised to share a copy of the book 
available at the library. But it was 
reported that one desperate student 
stole the textbook reference, further 
frustrating the efforts of students in 
need a first year psychology book. 

Instinctively, students 
blamed the Laurentian Bookstore 
for the fiasco. But Richard Morin, 
Bookstore Manager, explained that 
the problem is not that simple. In 
fact, there are a number of factors 
that have contributed to the crisis. 

Morin pointed out that the 
new computer system the Registrar 
instituted this fall has had a pro- 
found impact on Bookstore orders. 
In the past, the Bookstore was able 
to rely on the Registrarfor enrollment 
numbers in university courses. The 
old system enabled the Bookstore to 
adjust its textbook orders more effi- 
ciently as they could receive updated 
figures periodically. But with the new 
system, this information was not made 
available until late September. 

Morin also called attention to 
the significant increase in first-year 
enrollment at the University. 'This 
unexpected development resulted in 
many additions to the original orders. 
These adjustments were also made 
after the original orders were sent 
out. 

Another factor Morin offered 
in his explanation of the dilemma

was the time when faculty placed 
their orders. If faculty failed to meet 
the June deadline for orders, their 
textbooks would be delayed. The later 
the submission was given, the later 
the order would be sent out. Orders 
made in August and September would 
be greatly delayed. 

All of these factors resulted in 
new orders for large quantities of 
textbooks being made in September. 
As most publishers do their business 
during the summer months, they were 
not prepared for the many new re- 
quests for more textbooks at this late 



date. Many were forced to turn their 
American warehouses for stock, fur- 
ther delaying the shipment of text- 
books. Some publishing companies 
were unable to meet the increased 
demands, making the ordering of their 
textbooks very difficult, if not im- 
possible. 

Morin seemed sympathetic to 
the student grievances regarding the 
textbook crisis and expressed his com- 
mitment to determining the specific 
reasons for the tragedy. He consented 
to an inquiry being made by an inde- 
pendent university group, eager to 



learn and willing to accept the in- 
quiry's findings. He also encouraged 
students to give him the specific 
names of books and courses so he can 
trace their original orders to uncover 
any errors that were made at the time 
to account for the delay in textbook 
availability. 

Richard Morin 's efforts to 
trace the problem back to its roots, 
with the assistance of an inquiry, will 
undoubtedly benefit the avoidance of 
future textbook shortages (but the 
question of what students who have 
currently suffered from the shortages 



can do to ameliorate their circum- 
stance remains unanswered). One 
desperate student who was without a 
textbook stated that he planned to 
apjjeal his grade in his course be- 
cause he could not attain a textbook. 
And so the hypothetical situation was 
brought to the Registrar. 

However, a representative 
trom the Registrar stated that the ab- 
sence of a textbook itself was not 
grounds for academic appeal. The 
only form of academic appeal the 
student might be able to argue is an 
honourable withdrawal from acourse 
because he/she was unable to attain a 
required textbook. But this avenue 
would not be very beneficial for the 
student. Although he/she could with- 
draw from the course he/she is pres- 
ently enrolled in, it is too late to enroll 
in another course. As well, if the 
course is required, it may not be ad- 
vantageous to withdraw. 

The only other possible alter- 
native students have is to direct their 
concerns to their professors and ask 
that their evaluators take their inabil- 
ity to attain a textbook into consid- 
eration when they grade and prepare 
class assignments. Pleading with sym- 
pathetic professors appears to be the 
only course of action available to 
students who are missing required 
textbooks. 

The present predicament re- 
garding the shortage of textbooks is 
unfortunate. Even more tragic is the 
lack of remedies applicable to the 
case. Students who have been disad- 
vantaged by the dilemma can take 
some comfort, perhaps, in knowing 
that they did not carry the burden in 
vain, but have contributed to the bet- 
terment of the textbook ordering sys- 
tem for next year's students. 



Tracing a Text Through the System

In Lambda's attempt to find 
out answers about the missing text- 
books here on campus, I had the op- 
portunity to sit down and go through 
the files of the bookstore to better 
understand the problems that arise 
not only within the university, but 
also with publishers. I myself have 
been waiting for seven textbooks to 
come in on backorder, and as of now 
I have six out of the seven. There is a 
long process to which a textbook or- 
der must go through, and the book- 
store is only one of the stops on the 
way. 

On May 3. 1999 a letter was 
' sent to all faculty members advising 
them "the deadline to submit your 
course adoptions for the Fall session 
is May 28, 1999. You may send your 
book requisition form by fax or mail. 
Or you may complete the electronic 
form on our web page..." So it seems 
pretty simple. A prof has to give in 
their order forms by this date and is 
advised "order early to avoid costly 
returns." This letter (which we have 
a copy of in Lambda) has no tricks to 
it and is not confusing in any way, but 
after going through the ordering files, 
there must be something dipping up 



the profs. 

The bookstore has a 
list of all profs, courses, 
books ordered and when. 
The funny thing was that as 
I looked at the order dates, 
many were in August and 
even September. Even heads 
of departments (whom will 
remain nameless) ordered 
their books at the last possi- 
ble date. So when a prof tells 
you that they ordered the 
book and its not in yet, ask 
them when they ordered it! 

To use one textbook 
forexample, I chose the Intro 
to Psychology textbook for 
PSYC 1105 EC that seems 
impossible to get. Many 
members of this class have 
complained that they have 
towritetestsandattendclass """"" 
without the book. After digging into 
the files a little further I found some 
of the problems. 

Now the professor for this 
course did hand in his order form for 
the class on June 29th and the order 
was placed by the bookstore on July 
6th. The book was received from 
Prentice Hall (who I will get back to)

before the beginning of class. Now in 
the summer a prof must fill out his 
expected enrollment since first year 
students do not register until Frosh 
Week. PSYC 1 105 EC expected an 
enrollment of 120, and that many 
texts were ordered and delivered. The 
only problem was with the huge 
enrollment increase this year, PSYC 



1 105 EC had on its first day 
1 74 students. So the problems 
begin. 52 extra students with- 
out texts and the bookstore 
orders 20 more texts at the 
request of the prof So that 
brings the grand total up to 
140 texts. Sure that is still un- 
der the enrollment number, but 
as of Tuesday the 26th there 
were still 32 copies of this text 
on the shelves. So where is 
the major problem? In this case 
it lies in the hands of the pub- 
lisher. 

Prentice Hall, the supplier for 
not only this book but also a 
few key Biology and Chemisty 
texts seem to have dropped 
the ball. The order went in a 
long time ago for the extra 
texts and they just arrived late 
^ last week. Why the delay? 
Well , no answer to that yet as Prentice 
Hall has not returned an answer to an 
Email that the bookstore sent on 
Lambda's behalf. Another question 
the publisher should answer is why a 
book that is listed as an "Interactive 
Edition" is missing the CD Rom that 
is supposed to be included. 

We recieved great co-opera- 



tion from the bookstore as they opened 
all files too me so I could see exactly 
what it took to get a book from the 
publisher to the student. Most of the 
problems do not come from the book- 
store. Profs are delinquent in their 
orders, more students register than 
are expected and publishers don't 
seem to care when the books arrive. 
Many of the forms I saw said the 
same thing; "Backordered: Will Ad- 
vise" So in otherwords the bookstore 
is getting as big a runaround as we, 
the students, are. 

Tracing a book through the 
system is a long process, but the 
bookstore seems very open to letting 
students know exactly what hap- 
pened. Students complain that the 
books aren't there, but many of these 
students also haven't let the book- 
store know that they need to order the 
book. There is a major communica- 
tion problem not only with the book- 
store, but also with the students. If 
you don't have a textbook... order it! 
TTie bookstore always takes orders 
and will hold the book for you when 
it comes in (to a limit of 48 hours). 
And to the students of PSYC 1 105 
EC, the books are in, what the hell are 
you waiting for?

The Sudbury Re- 
gional Police were on hand to finger- 
print children, while Sparky the Fire 
Dog gave a presentation on fire safety. 
Curiously, the showcases in 
the Arts Building were not as dis- 
perse as those in the Science Build- 
ing; they 
were 
crammed into 
the bowling 
alley. Many 
displays fea- 
tured videos, 
but with lim- 
ited space, 
sound was 
drowned. 
Better use of 
space could 
have been 
achieved if 
displays were 
exhibited in 
all three lev- 
els of the Arts 
Building. 

Most 
arts exhibits 
followed a 
similar for- 
mat. Stu- 
dents, and 
some profes- 
House Activities sors, of vari- 



ous departments were on hand to 
answer questions. Posters and vid- 
eos were used to attract the eye of 
visitors. And where these props failed, 
candies and prizes were effective in 
luring people over to the displays. 

Student Associations and the 
Engineering department aided the 
carnival by supplying popcorn dur- 
ing the day. Children were enter- 
tained by Suzanne Arsenault and 
"The Amazing Rene", a magician. 
Colouring books and balloons were 
distributed by Laurentian's affinity 
partners on behalf of one of their 
representative, Elmer the Elephant. 

At noon, free lunches were 
held at the Science II Cafeteria and 
the B. F. Avery Physical Education 
Centre. At the Science II Cafeteria, 
brass and jazz bands performed. 
These bands were made up of univer- 
sity faculty, students, and alumni. A 
band was also set up in the Eraser 
Auditorium throughout the day, for 
those who wanted to take a break 
from the exhibits. 

If the success of the Open 
House can be measured by the ex- 
citement of children, the inquiries of 
parents, and the involvement of the 
community, the event was an uncon- 
testable success. However, this envi- 
ronment of spectacle and association 
does not necessarily attract teenag- 
ers. As one highschool student stated, 
"I was going to go to the Open House, 
but when I heard there was going to 
be a magician..."

Once the plan is reactivated, students will 
simply use their student cards to access the plan. There might be 
some problems with this process as the student numbers have been 
changed as of this year. If the process is complicated by this, the 
insurance company will simply produce drug cards which students 
will use to access the plan. The SGA will let its members know if 
this is the case.

In my last column, I intro- 
duced some good resources that are 
available for self-assessment, books 
and pamphlets, websites, and tests - 
the Strong and the Myers Briggs. 
These resources will help as you ex- 
plore your own direction, your inter- 
ests, strengths, aptitudes, skills and 
values. 

This week, I shall talk about 
resources related to the world of jobs 
and work. 

Probably we know of only a 
very small number of the jobs that are 
available, jobs that our family mem- 
bers hold, that we come across at 
school, or that appear on TV. There 
are hundreds of jobs that we haven't 
encountered, and in beginning to es- 
tablish career goals it is important to 
get to know what is out there. And 
resources are available to you. There 
are directories which list thousands 
of jobs, as well as job descriptions of 
many of them. There are other direc- 
tories which provide information 
about job prospects from the point of 



view of the various academic pro- 
grammes, and yet others which at- 
tempt to predict the future of differ- 
ent jobs. 

So information is available. Here are 
some resources I can recommend.

This series of job descriptions 
is linked to the NOC by its numerical 
system. They offer good descrip- 
tions and include suggestions of other 
similar jobs and addresses of organi- 
zations offering further information. 

Human Resources Develop- 
ment Canada (HRDC) Job Futures. 

This directory comes in two 
parts. The first provides a compre- 
hensive selection of jobs with infor- 
mation on salary range, work condi- 
tions, future prospects, etc. The sec- 
ond part, lists jobs according to areas 
of study and provides information 
about the jobs. 

Finally, remember that by far 
your best resources for finding out 
about jobs are people. Print and the 
Web will take you so far, but if you 
really want to know how a job feels, 
you need to talk to people who do that 
job.

Phobias 



"My heart starts beating so fast ... it feels like 

it's going to explode. My throat closes and I can't 

breathe. I start to choke. My hands start sweating. I 

get so dizzy I have to hold onto the furniture or the 

wall to keep from falling or fainting. I know I'm going 

to die. I want to run, but I don't know where." 

This reaction describes how people generally feel when they are suffering from a phobia. Phobia is a term 
that refers to a group of symptoms brought on by feared objects or situations. People can develop phobic reactions 
to animals (e.g., spiders), activities (e.g., getting on an airplane), or social situations (e.g., eating in public or simply 
being out in public at all). 

Phobis affect people of all ages, from all walks of life, and in every part of the country. The National Institute 
of Mental Health has reported that 5.1% tol2.5% of Americans have phobias. They are the most common 
psychiatric illness among women of all ages and are the second most common illness among men older than 25. 

Symptoms 

Phobias can interfere with your ability to work, socialize, and go about a daily routine. They may focus on 
something as common as germs, or they may arise whenever you venture from home. A phobia that interferes with 
daily living can create extreme disability and should be treated. 

Phobias are emotional and physical reactions to feared objects or situations. Symptoms of a phobia include 
the following: 

"* Feelings of panic, dread, horror, or terror 

* Recognition that the fear goes beyond normal boundaries and the actual threat of danger 

* Reactions that are automatic and uncontrollable, practically taking over the person's thoughts 

* Rapid heartbeat, shortness of breath, trembling, and an overwhelming desire to flee the situation are all the physical 
reactions associated with extreme fear 

* Extreme measures taken to avoid the feared object or situation 

When avoidance causes distress or interferes with the ability to work, socialize, or care for day-to-day needs, 
a psychiatric evaluation should be sought. 

Categories of Phobias 

Phobias are divided into categories according to the cause of the reaction and avoidance. 

'. "5 * Agoraphobia 

Agoraphobia is the fear of being alone in any place or situation from which it seems escape would be difficult 
or help unavailable should the need arise. 

People with agoraphobia avoid being on busy streets or in crowded stores, theaters, or churches. Some people 
with agoraphobia become so disabled they literally will not leave their homes. If they do, they do so only with great 
distress or when accompanied by a friend or family member. 

Two-thirds of those with agoraphobia are women. Symptoms develop between the ages of 18 and 35. The 
onset may be sudden or gradual. 

Most people with agoraphobia develop the disorder after first suffering from one or more spontaneous panic 
attacks or feelings of intense, overwhelming terror accompanied by symptoms such as sweating, shortness of breath, 
or faintness. These attacks seem to occurrandomly and without warning, making it impossible foraperson to predict 
what situation will trigger such a reaction. 

The unpredictability of the panic attacks "trains" individuals to anticipate future panic attacks and, therefore, 
to fear any situation in which an attack may occur. As a result, they avoid going into any place or situation where 
previous panic attacks have occurred. 

Social Phobia 

A person with social phobia fears being watched or humiliated while doing something in front of others. As 
a result, he or she avoids any situation in which such activity may be required. 

The activity is often as mundane as signing a personal check, drinking a cup of coffee, buttoning a coat, or 
eating a meal. The most common social phobia is the fear of speaking in public. Many people have a generalized 
form of social phobia, in which they fear and avoid interpersonal interactions. This makes it difficult for them to 
go to work or school or to socialize at all. 

Social phobias generally develop after puberty and peak after the age of 30. 

Specific Phobia 

As the name implies, people with a specific phobia generally have an irrational fear of specific objects or 
situations. The disability caused by this phobia can be severe if the feared object or situation is a common one. 

The most common specific phobia in the general population is fear of animals, particularly dogs, snakes, 
insects, and mice. Other specific phobias are fear of closed spaces (claustrophobia) and fear of heights (acrophobia). 
Most simple phobias develop during childhood and eventually disappear. Those that persist into adulthood rarely 
go away without treatment. 

Treatment 

Fortunately, phobias are very treatable. In fact, most people who seek treatment completely overcome their 
fears for life. Effective relief can be gained through either behavior therapy or medication. 

In behavior therapy, one meets with a trained therapist and confronts the feared object or situation in a 
carefully planned, gradual way and learns to control the physical reactions of fear. The person first imagines the 
feared object or situation, works up to looking at pictures that depict the object or siniation, and finally actually 
experiences the situation or comes in contact with the feared object. By confronting rather than fleeing the object 
of fear, the person becomes accustomed to it and can lose the terror, horror, panic, and dread he or she once felt. 

Medications are used to control the panic experienced during a phobic situation as well as the anxiety aroused 
by anticipation of that situation and are the treatment of first choice for social phobia and agoraphobia. 

Any phobia that interferes with daily living and creates extreme disability should be treated. With proper 
treatment, the vast majority of phobia patients can completely overcome their fears and be symptom free for years, 
if not for life.

Things That Go Bump in the Night 



Having trouble sleeping at 
night with all the noise?

Poltergeist (meaning 'noisy 
ghost') comes from the German 
wordspolter(noise)andgeist (ghost). 
No one has ever reported seeing a 
Poltergeist, but don't worry, they'll 
let you know that they're there by 
other means. Stranger than all other 
kinds of ghosts, these ones usually 
start by making tapping and scratch- 
ing noises in a house. Lights flash on 
and off, doors open and close on their 
own, and objects float and fall all by 
themselves.

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Ghosts or apparitions are thought to be a strange or unexplained 
vision, usually in the form of a deceased person.

Although these ghosts only appear once, they have never been investigated 
because of this. However, researchers have compiled information of these 
occurrences and have come up with the following points: these ghosts always 
appear to be solid to the person who sees them, although they can walk and 
move, they seem to be unable to talk. It is common that they appear at the 
time of their death or a few hours later. It has been suggested that the human 
mind can project images over distances to loved ones. Only moments of 
extreme danger seem to be able to trigger this ability so we have the term 
"crisis apparition." 

Many people have tried to take photos of ghosts in hopes of proving 
what they saw. However, most resulting pictures are dismissed as fakes. 
Some photos have been tampered with in hopes of making money by selling 
them or creating tourism. Others, however, really tliought that they really 
caught a ghost on film when it was really the flash reflected by hair, jewelry, 
or clothing. 

However, ghosts can not be so easily dismissed. Can something that 
has been reportedly happening for centuries be explained away as hallucina- 
tions, imaginations, or tricks of the mind? Many things in ffiis world have not 
been explained, so we might just have to accept that ghosts exist in our world. 
Although many people today think they are too rational to believe in ghosts, 
the fact remains that there are many unexplained reports each year.

Appearing at the Townehouse 
this Saturday, October 30th, are20's 
Jazz group. The Molestics. I thinks 
its fitting that this group would be 
playing at the annual Halloween 
party, because, like all the costumed 
party-goers, the Molestics are not 
what they appear to be. These mid- 
20's musicians are set to bring Sud- 
bury back, way back, into the annals 
of Jazz history, with their swingin', 
20's sound.

No w, since I wasn ' t around in 
the 1920's, and only have a limited 
knowledge of Jazz history, I can't 
personally vouch for their authentic- 
ity as a true 20' s Jazz group. How- 
ever, I can tell you that if you're at the 
Townehouse this Saturday, you will 
hear something quite unlike you've 
ever heard before. 

I had a chance to listen to the 
Molestics latest recording venture. 
Manufacturing Hokum, and was 
pleasantly surprised at what I heard.

"trite or mawkish sentiment, crude, 
etc. used to get a quick emotional 
response from the audience." Sim- 
ply put, this means you shouldn't 
attend a Molestics show without ex- 
pecting to hear some low-brow, dark 
humor from lead man Mike Soret. 

What really struck me about 
the Molestics was the tremendous 
work done by the rhythm section. As 
anyone who has ever attempted to 




play Jazz with any kind of integrity 
will tell you, it's not the easiest thing 
to do. This particular rhythm section 
has a very relaxed, comfortable style, 
which can only come from years of 
playing experience. This creates a 
sound which is very easy to listen to, 
even for the non-Jazz lover. I can 
imagine that when heard live, the 
Molestics are a hard band to sit to. 
One could only be compelled to jump 
off the bar stool and shake a leg (or 
anything else worth shaking) to their 
unique, stomping, swing sound. 

Through the years, the 
Molestics have enjoyed a fair bit of 
success in the Canadian music scene.

Death. Ifyouever 
want to strike a serious 
chord with an audience, 
lay out the topic of death. 
The termination of life is 
just about the most seri- 
ous card that a storyteller 
can play, and Martin 
Scorsese uses it as his 
trump card in his most 
recent work. Bringing 
Out the Dead. Unfortu- 
nately, Scorsese doesn't 
bring quite enough to the 
table to turn this movie into the cin- 
ematic powerhouse that perhaps he 
might have wanted it to be. 

Other than perhaps doctors 
and morticians, there are few people 
that live in the borderline realm of 
life-and-death quite like paramedics. 
Frank Pierce (Nicolas Cage), is one 
such individual, a veteran paramedic 
of five years who works the night 
streets of New York city in the early 
90's. Death, dying and pain are con- 
stants of Frank's existance, as he 
deals with emergency calls amidst 
the hellish grit that is New York. 
Dealing with this constant cycle of 
pain and death is not something that 
most people can handle, but Frank's 
motto for sanity is "Help others and 
you help yourself. Saving lives keeps 
him on a son of high, giving him a 
sense of immortality and helping him 
to block out the trauma of witnessing 
human suffering on a nightly basis. 
Unfortunately, Frank hasn't saved 
anybody for months, and his bridge 
to sanity starts crumbling. He starts 
going crazy, and becomes haunted 
by the vision of an asthmatic girl he 
was unable to save. Bringing Out 
the Dead is the story of Frank as he 
lives through two days and three 
nights with this unending guilt and 
seeming inability to save anybody 
hanging over his head. 

Scorsese, as always, has done 
a terrific job at setting the movie's 
atmosphere. The bulk oflhe movie is 





seen at night, and even then the streets 
are painted with the flashing red of 
the ambulance's lights. He tries to 
make you see New York through 
Frank's delusional eyes by speeding 
up, slowing down and basically mak- 
ing a trip in his ambulance feel like a 
hallucinogenic documentary. The 
movie is down-and-dirty, making 
New York seem like a vision of hell 
on earth between its drug wars, gun- 
shot wounds, packed-to-capacity 
emergency rooms, car accidents and 
prostitution. Needless to say, this 
movie isn't exactly for the faint of 
heart. 

I don't care too much for 
Nicolas Cage as an actor, but his 
style seems somewhat more fit for a 
guy losing his mind than any other 
role that I've seen him in. At times, 
he seems way, way too over-the-top, 
but I guess that's fitting for some- 
body losing his grip on sanity. 
Frank ' s partners are also pretty over- 
the-top, and steal just about every 
scene that they're in. TomSizemore 
as a whacked-out danger-loving psy- 
cho is fun to watch, as is Ving Rhames 
as the Bible-thumping womanizer. 
Marc Anthony is also worth men- 
tioning as a completely insane street 
weirdo, perpetually on the quest for 
death and a glass of water. 

Between seeing Fight Club, 
American Beauty and Bringing 
Out the Dead, I have seen more 
misery, stress and job dissatisfaction 



in the past week than I 
have in an entire season 
of Jerry Springer. The 
difference between 
Bringing Out the Dead 
and the first two, how- 
ever, is that it feels a lot 
more real. The subject 
matterofan ordinary guy 
slowly going crazy due 
to his inability to deal 
with death is a lot more 
believable than, say, a 
guy who joins an anar- 
chistic club (Fight 
_^ Club),oraguywhoquits 
his job as an ad exec and 
takes up pot and a job as a fry jockey 
at a burger joint (American Beauty). 
But does it make a better movie? I 
would say no. Just because we can 
connect ourselves easily to the main 
character does not mean that we can 
really care about every little thing that 
happens to him. Perhaps there should 
have been more plot substance than 
"he's going crazy, watch him as he 
tries to save people". While it does 
strike home the feeling that life is 
precious and that paramedics are ad- 
mirable for doing what they do, you 
can only take these points for so long 
without wanting something more sub- 
stantial, more satisfying from the 
movie. 

For all my whining. Bringing 
Out the Dead does carry a powerful 
and somewhat moving message. 
Death is a thing not to be trifled with, 
to be respected and sometimes ac- 
cepted rather than feared. This is 
what I would call a thematic movie: a 
film driven by a theme or metaphor 
rather than a solid plot. Martin 
Scorsese does what he can with this 
theme, and sometimes to great effect. 
Unfortunately, a few good scenes and 
some decent acting can't capture the 
greatness of some of his earlier films 
like Taxi Driver and Goodfellas. It's 
a decent movie to watch, but if you're 
looking for a good way to spend your 
hard-earned money, go see Fight Club 
and wait for Bringing Out the Dead 
to hit video.

Endgame

Black Dog Productions presented Samuel Beckett's Endgame at 
Thomeloe University Theatre last weekend. Endgame is a one act black 
comedy with only four characters. Comedy might not even be the right word 
for the play, perhaps more absurdist drama. The characters exist on a dying 
earth and wait for the end. The playbill talks about Endgame being 
"particularly poignant at the end of this century" because of "the uncertainty 
we all feel on the brink of a new millennium." 

My only experience with Beckett before Endgame has been 
Waiting for Godot in one of my English classes. I saw similarities in theme, 
mood, and character between the two plays. In both plays Beckett deals with 
the futility of life and the end of life. The mood in both of the plays is very 
dark and depressing. The characters are all desperate and bored. Like 
Waiting for Godot, there is a lack of significant plot in Endgame. Nothing 
of importance seems to happen. The characters talk about the end of the 
world, about things that have happened to them, and about themselves. They 
are miserable. Don't let the lack of story line stop you from seeing the play, 
the strength of the mood and the characters make up for it and then some. 

Endgame's central character, Hamm, is played by Laurentian 
University professor Douglas Parker. Hamm's servant, a confused man 
named Clov, is played by Colin Hayward. Hamm's parents, Nagg and Nell, 
are played by G. Nigel Leith and Linda Hayward. Linda Hayward is also the 
director of Endgame. All the players played their parts well. I fell in love 
with Clov right away; he seemed like a child to me. He threatened to leave 
over and over and kept forgetting things. And of course there's his neglected 
hair. The character I felt the most compassion for was Nell. She was rarely 
on the stage but she brought me into the play and made me feel terrible. (Only 
in drama could that be a good thing.) 

The setting of the play is hard to define. The best way to say it is 
how Clov says it, "Zero." The action takes place in a black and white open 
room with twisted walls and a checkered floor. Everything is black, white 
and gray. This includes the white alarm clock, the stuffed dog, and all the 
clothing. There is a kitchen suggested (ten feet by ten feet by ten feet) and 
the earth we can't see through the window. The time is simply "the end".

Aqua Vees Toe To Toe 
With OUA Champs 



Last weekend marked a very 
impressive chapter in the history of 
our Voyageur Swim Team. It began 
Saturday afternoon before a modest 
showing of fans, httle did they know 
that by the last event Sunday, some- 
thing never before accomplished 
would unfold at the Olympic Gold 
Pool. The Male Aqua Vees hosted 
the 1998/1999 OUA Champion 
McMaster Marauders, and denied 
them victory. 

The fierce competition be- 
tween the two rivals was so intense 
that the presence of the other visiting 
team seemed irrelevant. It was ironic 
that the Waterloo Warriors went un- 
noticed, as they had beaten the Vees 
the previous season. The end result 
for the men was an unprecedented tie 
with Mac, 166-166, and a 198-134 
win over Waterloo. 

The battle was hard fought, 
with the Vees drawing first blood in 
the 4x 1 00 meter Freestyle Relay .

Vet Jon 
Howard placed first in the 400m free, 
adding three second place finishes in

50m fly. Vet Collin 
Forsberg fought his 
way to a pair of number 
two spots, in the 100 & 
200m fly events. 

One event in 
particular stood out 
over all others last 
weekend at the Olym- 
pic Gold Pool, the 1 500 
meter freestyle. Vet- 
eran Gilbert Duplessis 
was awarded the L.U.
